Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-54 and 63-86, drawn to a repeater in combination with a beamforming 
arrangement, classified in class 455, subclass 11.1. 

II. Claims 55-62, drawn to a repeater having flat antenna elements including radio 
frequency absorbent material, classified in class 343, subclass 78 1R. 

III. Claim 87, drawn to a repeater in combination with a solar powered battery, 
classified in class 455, subclass 573. 

2. Inventions I, n, and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, inventions II and III have separate utility from the 
combination of a donor and null antennae with a beamforming arrangement, specifically, 
invention II provides power savings through increased efficiency and invention III provides a 
repeater exhibiting environmentally friendly and/or remote operation, respectively. See MPEP §
